The whole number of male children in.town, be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 15 years, as reported by the 
selectmen, April 1, 1879, was 97; female children, 
79; 1n all 176. The whole number of male children 
reported in registers, as attending school during 
the year two weeks.or more, and entitled to draw mon- 
ey ,iS 137; female children, 99; in all 236. ‘The whole 
number of children that drew money last year was 
reported to be 279; a number greater by 43 than 
this year. 

There has been no school during the year in the 
Archer and Rugg districts, Nos. 12 and 13.
